they will voluntarily ſurrender and yeeld up the lame: And alſo all Pꝛoclamations, war 
rants, oꝛ Letters of Aſſiſtance obtained from His Majeſty, oz the Loꝛds, and others of His 

Pꝛivy Countell foz execution thereof, from Hencefozth uſkerly to ceale and be determined 

and are hereby abſolutely revoked and recalled. "if

tees, G:antees, oz others any wayes intereſſed, oꝛ claiming under the afozenamed Gzants 
Licences, oz Commiſſions, oz any of them, and their Deputies, that they oz any of them 
do not at any time hereafter pzeſume to put in Ure oꝛ Execution-any of the ſaid Gz es,

v2 Letters of Aſſiſtance obtained in that behalf, upon pain of His Majeſttes indignation, 
and to be pꝛoteeded againſt as contemners of His Majeſties Royall commands, wherec 
He will require a ſtrict account.
